"Let her alone She has 

done what she could." I wonld 
simply ask my doubting brethren 
and sisters whether they deserve 
to have that said of them ? Can 
yon when you stand doubting 
the propriety of going to work, 
say, "yes I have done what I 
could," Can yon get down on 
your knees asking God for guid- 
ance and have the answer come, 
"yon have done what you can ?" 
Drop Paul for a short half hour 
and go to J esua. Don't waste 
all yonr time trying to study 
what Paul says, but get down on 
your knees and know what Jesus 
would have you do. He has 
said "my Spirit shall guide you." 
Will yon not decide she matter 
in this way my sister ? Read 
carefully James 1 ; 5, and then 
get down and pray earnestly for 
light from above* and the matter 
will be much more clear I am 
certain.

We notice that by this excep- 
tion a man is allowed to put 
away his wile for the cause of 
fornication, and vice versa. Bat 
here is where the trouble arises. 
The innocent party is at liberty 
to put away the guilty party. 
But shall tbey marry ? is the 
question. Eld. J no. Forney in 
G. M., No. 26 says in answer 
"NO, NO,". Christ says (Math. 
19 : 9) "Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, except it be for for- 
nication and shall marry another, 
committeth adultery." Here is> 
plain statement, that if a man 
puts away his wife for any other 
cause than fornication and mar- 
ries another he commits adultery, 
and the deduction is just as plaiu, 
that if he puts her away for the 
cause of fornication, and marries 
another, he does not commit adul- 
try, otherwise, why the exception 
at all T With all due respect to 
Eld. J no. Forney, I ask, why 
does he in the face of this plain 
"exception" interpose his "I say 
NO, NO." Hie protest will not 
avail much against that of Christ. 
The teaching is. certainly 
plain. When one or the other 
breaks the bond of matrimony 
by an act of fornication, Christ 
recognizes the breach, and the 
innocent is no longer held bound. 
And under these circumstances 
the one is not held by the law as 
long as the other lives. 

I cannot conceive why this 
teaching contrary to the scrip- 
ture, unless it is an inherent dis- 
position to add to the scripture, 
and at the same time domineer 
over some body. It is a great 
pity that people are not willing 
to humbly submit to the whole 
gospel, and nothing but the gos- 
pel. IN CHRIST men are FREE, 
not bondmen to man's dictation.
